Robert H. Bartlett, in 1913 went 
seventy miles north of Point Bar- 
row, but was stopped there by the 
ice pack. Capt. Wilkins flew sev- 
enty miles farther, tre said. 


BOOST FOR PLANES 

Mr. Stefansson recalied that last 
summer Roald Amundsen and Lin- 
coln Ellsworth flew 621 miles from 
Spitzbergen toward the pole, reach- 
ing 87 deg. 44 min. north latitude 
on the opposite side of the polar 
basin. The flight of Capt. Wilkins 
from Fairbanks, Alaska, was over 
a course 840 miles long. 
Stefansson figures. He asserted 
that it demonstrated conclusively 
the usefulness of airplanes in polar 
exploration. 

Capt. Wilkins reported that at- 
tthe farthest north point to which 
he flew he could see fifty to sev- 
enty-five miles farther, with no 
land in sight. In addition to fly- 
ing across the pole, he hopes to 
be able to discover land, believed 
to lie northward of Alaska and 
Siberia, and claim it for the United 
States 


“Great things can be looked for 
in the next flight that Capt. WII- 
king makes, Mr. Stefansson said. 
“It was hardly ta be expected that 
he would find land directly north of | 
Point Barrew. Soundings taken 
by Capt. Bartlett in the Karluk 
gave 7000 fathoms, indicating a 
deep ocean bottom, but to the west 
the ocean bottom is much shal- 
lower and land can be looked for. 


' GREAT FEAT 

“Wilkins's original plans called 
for the first reconnaisance flight 
northwesterly from Point Barrow, 
sa his next flight probably will be 
in that direction.” 

Mr. Stefansson thinks Capt. 
Wilkins's unt should be looked 
upon as a great achievement. Only 
the first 100 miles of the flight 
from Fairbanks, he sald, had been 
covered before. 

“From then on, Wilkins struck 
out into unnavigated alrways,“ Mr. 
Stefanasason said, ‘“‘crossing the high 
Brooks range of Arctic Mountains, 
That alone Was a great feat. Then 
he had to fly over 100 miles of 
Arctic prairie to Point Barrow. 
This brought him 30¢ mites far- 
ther north than any fiyer had gone 
before on the American conti- 
nent. The army flyers three years 
ago set the previous record by 
fiying to Nome.

Disaster at San Luis Obispo 
Greatest in History of 

Petroleum Fields 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, April 7 
Through a night turned into an 
inferno 400 men are waging an 


uphill battle against fire at the 
tank farm of the Union Ol Com- 
pany, one and one-half miles to the 
south. 

Thus far the loss is estimated at 
$10,000,000 by Lafe Todd, general 
manager of the central coast dis- 
trict of the company, but it will 
be considerably increased should 
any more tanks catch fre. 

An day firefighters had 
to prevent the catastrophe which 
occurred at 7 p.m., When Tank No, 
1. boiled over. Since then several 
tanks with capacities ranging 
around 1,600,000 barrels of oil have 
been in immediate danger of ex- 
plosion. 


TANK BOIS OVER 
Fire broke out at the tank farm, 
said to be the largest in the world, 
at 7:45 a. m., when; it is believed, 
a bolt of lightning struck between 
two huge underground tanks, The 
explosion rocked Sen Luis Obispo, 
breaking hundreds of windows and 
causing several thousand dollars’ 
loss. 

The area of the conflagration. 
described this afternoon as the 
most spectacular and disastrous 
in the history of the American pe- 
troleum industry, was 4 
doubled when the tank boiled over 
tonight. Up to that time_the fire 
had been gen ly confinéd to five 
great tanks, it was reported. 

With the boiling over of Tank 
No. 1, rivers of blazing oil poured 
down the slopes of the tank farm, 
which is located on a knoll. The 
flaming river streamed down the 
valley of Santa Fe Creek, Increas- 
ing the fire area to thirty-five 
acres. Three ranches are reported 
in danger of the flames. 

The one hope of the firefichters 
after the tank boiled over was ‘hat 
three carloads of foamite, a prep- 
aration, used in fighting ofl fires, 
would arrive by midnight. The 
cars were reported en route on the 
Southern Pacific from the Union 
On Company storage vards at Los 
Angeles. 


TANKERS ON WAY 

Meanwhile, it was reported, a 
flotilla of company tankers, mead- 
ed by the Montebello. is on its way 
to Port San Luis Obispo from Les 
Angeles Harbor, and other tankers 
have been ordered to proceed to 
Port San Luis from San Francisco. 

The great reserve tanks at Port 
San Luis, which are connected by 
ipe line with the tank farm, are 
ull. It is planned to discharge as 
much of their contents as possible 
into the tankers, allowing oil in 
the bottom of the burning tanks 
to flow through the pipe line into 
the reserve containers. It is be- 
lieved it will be impossible for an 
of the tankers to reach San Luis 
Obispo before morning. This aft- 
ernoon a Standard Oil tanker was 
reported off shore, but unable to 
come in because of a high wind. 


FEAR FOR OTHER TANKS 

The boiling over of the burning 
tanks had been feared all day. 
Fire fighters had fought to pre- 
vent the crude oil from overfiow- 
ing from steam generated by the 
heat. It e believed tonight that 
the boiling over of the other tanks 
on fire is’ only 17 question of time. 

It is feared that with the bolil- 
ing over of the oil an under- 
ground tank with a capacity of 
500,000 barrelea and fifty surface 
tanks of 5500 barrels each will be 
endangered. With one tank over- 
flowed, it is stated thousands of 
dollars’ additional damage will be 
caused if the flaming oil succeeds 
in breaking through dikes and bar- 
ricades which have been thrown 
‘up by fire fighters. 

The flames this morning broke 
out first in Tank No. 6, contain- 


ing 699,254 barrels, and then 
spread in quick succession to 
Tanks Nos. 3, 6 dnd 7, two of 


which have a capacity of 750,000 
barrels and the third 1,000,000 
barrels. Fire spread to the fifth 
tank late this afterneon, it was 
reported. All of the containers 
were full of ofl, according to of- 
clals. 
TANKERS ON WAY 

Steel sheets have been imbedded 
in the earth and strengthened with 
dirt mounds. Farth embankments 
also have been thrown up at every 
advantageous spot with a steam 
shoyel, and a protecting wall has 
been built between the fire and the 
tank house in order that a part of 
the oil may be salvaged, 

The tank farm in all comprises 
300 acres, and the oil stored in the 
field is piped here from a number 
of distant sections, including Kern 
county and the Ventura fields. 

Shortly after the blast was heard 
a large dark cloud of smoke began 
o rise from the flames, leaping 

rom fifty to seventy-five feet in 
the air, 

The fire may last from a week 
to ten days, depending on the 
flow of the oll under steam pres- 
sure from the water in the bases of 
the reservoirs. 

Scores of men with picks, shov- 
els, hammers, tractors and plows 
worked hour aft hour under the 
great billows of smoke streaked 
with fire to erect the sheet-iron 
barricade against the expected 
flow of burning oll. | 

Around the reservoirs the ground 
was strewh with splintered timber 
caused by the explosions that 
blew the tops off two reservoirs. 
Tar paper covered the wodden 
coverings of the reservoirs, 

There were. no injuries caused 


by the explosion and fire other 
than minor cuts and bruises to

On that day Dr. M. B. McIntyre, 
who said he was a close persona! 
friend of the newly elected Mayor 
of Philadelphia, called me on the 
long distance telephone at Quan- 
tico, where I was on duty as com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps base. 


CONFERENCE ASKED 


“Philadeiphia’s new Mayor,” the 
voice over the telephone said, 
“wants to see you on an important 
matter.” Should the Mayor come 
to Quantico? 
I told Dr. McIntyre that I would 
be in New York on November 17 
to attend a Marine Corps football 
game and that I would be glad 
to stop over in Philadelphia on 
my way to New York to see this 
Mayor of theirs. * 
From this time on every move 
was shrouded in the utmost se- 
crecy. On the evening of Novem- 
ber 16 I was met at the West Phil- 
adelphia station by Dr. McIntyre 
and escorted to the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel. I was ushered 
in by a side entrance, used by em- 
ployees and trades-people, and car- 
ried to the sixth floor in a freight 
elevator. 
A few minutes after I entered 
Room 6098 a man with a broad 
grin across h‘s face and dressed in 
a full dress suit entered. Dr. Mc- 
Intyre introduced us. So this was 
Mayor Kendrick! He sat down, 
crossing his left leg and sitting 
on 


it. 

The Mayor tol« me of the law- 
lessness that existed in Philadel- 
phia, of the banditry that was 
rampant, of the poison liquor that 
Was killing scores. He then prof- 
fered me the post of Director of 


the Department of Public Safety. 


Before meeting the Mayor I had 
stopped off at Washington and dis- 
cussed the Philadelphia situation 
very carefully with friends, for I 
naturally had an inkling of why I 
was summoned to Philadelphia. 


EXPRESSES DOUBT 
I listened to the Mayor and then 
told him I was not interested: I 
told him I didn’t think the move- 
ment could be made successful. 
The Mayor told me he had pledged 
to clean up the city and on that 
pledge had been elected to office 
by the greatest majority ever given 
a candidate for Mayor in Philadel-

GIVES CONDITIONS 
I wrote him several days later.

“Last Friday evening you were 
good enough to offer me the great 
distinction of serving as the Di- 
rector of Public Safety in your ad- 
ministration, which commences on 
the first of January, 1924. While 
at first this position, due to my 


estimate of police conditions in the 
city of Philadelphia, did not ap- 
peal to me in the slightest, your 
great personal enthusiasm and 
most evident determination to di- 
vorce the Department of Public 
Safety from politics, giving the di- 
rector a free hand in cleaning up 
one of the biggest cities of the 
world, has drawn me to this po- 
sition very strongly. However, be- 
fore giving you an answer, I feel 
I must make my position clear. 


“In the first place, I cannot, and 
will not, resign my commission tn 
the United States Marine Corps 
for any position, but if the Presi- 
dent of the United States should 
express the wish that I accept 
your offer, and give the directions 
necessary to permit me to do 80 
without separation from the Ma- 
rine Corps, I must accept. 

“I gathered from your remarks 
that, as director of your Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, I would 
have a free hand in the conduct, 
of its internal affairs and the ap- 
pointment and discharge of all 
subordinates; that you, having de- 
termined the policy of your admin- 
istration with respect to public 
eafety, I would then be given the 
opportunity to carry it out in my 
own way. 

“While I would be glad to re- 
organize and command the police 
force of Philadelph I feel it in-

cumbent upon me to state that I 
could not survive a single reversal 
and continue to be of any value 
to your administration. 

“If you agree with the above 
conception of the position I would 
and will so inform me, 
I will then be able to reply.” 


MAYOR AGREES 

The Mayor agreed to my con- 
ditions. He didn’t inform me, 
however, that under the city char- 
ter, I could not dismiss disloyal 
and incompetent policemen, that 
authority being vested in a com- 
mission selected by the politically 
controlled City Council. I learned 
of this, however, through friends. 

1 was not fooled and realized 
certain conditions even before ac- 
cepting the post, and so confided, 
in a letter, to my good friend, Col. 
Cyrus 8. Radford, who is stationed 
in Philadelphia. On November 22. 
1923, I wrote him, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“Inclosed ts a copy of a letter

They 
want to take my feeble good name 
and stick it up as a target behind 
which they can all hide and pur- 
sue their nefarious purposes. I 
believe the Mayor wants to do the 
square thing, but also he is anxious 
to advance politically, and if he 
licks the ‘gang’ he will not ad- 
vance: nobody ever did advance 
without the ‘gang,’ and if he ‘plays 
ball’ with them one day, and em- 
ploys the police force to deprive 
them of their livelihood the next, 
he will be charged with ingrati-. 
tude, declared a traitor and will

“However, if he satisfies me that 
T have the machinery with which 
to clean up the city, I will come 
provided the President of the 
United States expresses a wish that 
I do so.”

WASHINGTON, April 7.—A de- 
crease in the farm population of 
the United States of nearly, 600,000 
in 1925 is reported by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which esti- 
mates the number of persons living 
on farms January 1, to have been 
30,655,000, compared with 31,134,- 
000, January 1,‘ 1925. 

The estimated net movement 
away from farms last year amount- 
ed to 901,000 persons, but there 
was an estimated excees of farm 
births over farm deaths amounting 
to 422,000, which reduced the loss 
due to ocltyward movement to 
479,000. 

The estimated decrease in farm 
population in 1924 was 182,000. 

The loss in 1925 was genera! in 
all sections of the country. The 
largest percentage decrease was in 
the Mountain States, where the loss 
is given as 3.9 per cent. The West 
South Central States showed the 
lowest estimated figure, 0.2 per 
cent. The average for the entire 
country was figured at 1.5 per cent.

gineering chemistry divisions of 
the society. 

Synthetic hash, built around a 
base of cottonseed meal, already 
has been produced by Dr. Wesson, 
who asserts it is indistinguishable 
in taste from the boarding-house 
plece de resistance. Although he 
confesses that he always will have 
a partiality for porterhouse and 
T-bones of animal origin, the 
chemist believes that the artificial 
meat can be produced at a cost of 
about one-fortieth that of actual 
beef, in proportion to protein con- 
tent. 

BEEF FROM COTTON | 

“Cotton is a food crop of high 
rank,” said Dr. Wesson. “Since 
1878. when the chemists entered 
the field of cotton and cotton prod- 
ucts. one improvement after an- 
other has taken place in the re- 
fining of cottonseed oil and the 
preparation of edible fats, until 
there is but a small field left in 
this country for the oil of the 
olive, while the lard of the hog has 
been equaled if not surpassed by 
the various excellent cooking fats 
now on the market made entirely 
from the once-despised cottonseed. 
Without the oil of the cottonseed 
there would not be enough cooking 


seed oil and its products to their 
present high state of perfection, 
very little attention has been given 
to the meal, which the seed carries 
in greater quantity than the oil. It 
is believed that the day is com- 
ing faet, if it is not here already, 
when the meal, now selling at $40 
to $50 per ton, will be made into 
as Valuable a food product as the 
oll. There is no more fertile field 
right now for the chemists than 
the development of important val- 
uable food material which is now 
used chiefly for feeding cattle and 
the manufacture of fertilizers. 

“Analysis of cottonseed indicates 
the presence of considerable pro- 
tein, so that it is possible after 
removing the oil and other prod- 
ucts to obtain a substance contain- 
5 0 about 55 per cent of protein. 
This would make a good meat sub- 
stitute. With cottonseed meal cost- 
ing $50 per ton and carrying 50 per

California now leads 
all other States both in ofl produc- 
tion and in hydroe‘ectric output. 
“In 1926 the output of electrical 
energy in the United States was 
twenty-four times as great as was 
generated in 1905. Of the 1925 
output 96 per cent was produced 
in plants constructed by private 
enterprise and only 4 per cent un- 
der all forms of government own- 
‘ership. ‘That our State has more 
than done its share in building up 
this unprecedented growth is evi- 
denced by the fact that we pro- 
duced in Callfornia one-tenth of 
the national output. This 1925 pro- 
duction in our State was more than 
twice the production in the entire 
United States, in the year 1905. 


OFFICERS PRAISED 

“Estimates place the value of 
California mineral production in 
1906 at less than $50,000,000 and 
in 1925 at $422,000,000, an increase 
of mofe than 700 per cent. This 
increase was almost entirely due 
to the production of crude petro- 
leum. 

“At the close of 1926 there was 
invested in all branches of the pe- 
troleum industr in California, ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000 and 
in all branches oft California’s 
electric industry, another billion, 


one-seventh of the total value of 
all property in the State. 

“These two industries, represent- 
ing nearly 15 per cent of the total 
wealth of our State, are distinctly 
products of individual initiative 
and private enterprise, stimulated 
by the implied promise of the gov- 
ernment under which we live, that

Mussolifii’s nose is out of joint. The 
shot that penetrated the cartilage of his 
nasal organs was driven only by a pinch 
of powder; but the explosion, terrific in 
its political effect, has rocked every chan- 
cellery in Europe. To fill Mussolini’s nos- 
trils with the smell of powder is a dan- 
gerous experiment. 
That an attempt should be made on Mus- 
solini’s life is not surprising. It is not 
the first, and he has himself said that he 
lives surrounded by assassins. But it gives 
one a distinct shock to read, that his as- 
sailant is the sister of a British lord.

Encampment, Knights Templar, 
who died at his home in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., Tuesday when near- 
ing his eighty-second year. 

It was at the centennial conclave 
of Knights Templar held in Los 
Angeles in 1916 that Maj. Smith 
was. elected to his exalted office, 
and during the winter of 1917- 
1918 maintained his home and 
winter headquarters in Los An- 
geles at 444 South Hobart Boule- 
vard, He was a periodical visitor 
and an ardent admirer of Southern 
California. 

Born in Cadiz, O., April 24, 1844, 
Maj. Smith would have been $2 
years of age within a few days. He 
practiced dentistry in his early 
youth and since early manhood 
had been a devoted Mason. He also 
had a notable career as a military 
and business man, besides being 
an extensive traveler, lecturer and 
writer. Among his literary efforts 
were “Through Egypt to Pales- 
tine.“ and Round the World 
Toward the Setting Sun.” 

When the Civil War opened he 
enlisted with the First Pennsyl- 
vania Artillery, and at its close was 
mustered out as a major of the 
One Hundred and First Pennsyl- 
vania Infantry. 

Immediately following the close 
of the Civil War, Maj. Smith or- 
ganized the dental supply house 
of Lee 8. Smith & Co. In those days 
dentistry was not licensed and any 
one might practice the trade. Ma]. 
Smith took a prominent part in 
placing the profession on a digni- 
fied basis. He was instrumental 
in the organizing of the American 
Dentist Association and served as 
president of that body for some 
time. He was also president of the 
Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce 
for several terms.

Totals 13,403,155 Pounds 
and Leads State 


First place for the production 
of milk fat for the State of Cali- 
fornia was taken by Los Angeles 
county for the first Sime in the 
history of the State, according to 
Howard A. Miller of the agricul- 
tural department of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who has just re- 
celved the report of the State Bu- 
reau of Dairy Control. 

Previous to last year Los Angeles 
county held as high as second rank 
In this important field, but in 1924 
stood only. third. The production 
of milk fat for this county for the 
year ending December 31, last, to- 
taled 13,403,155 pounds. The next 
highest county was Merced with a 
total of 9.882.891 pounds, while 
Stanislaus, which has long been re- 
garded as the premier dairy coun- 
ty of California, dropped to third 
place with a total of 9,103,768 
pounds. Tulare county was fourth 
with 7,173,299 pounds and Hum- 
boldt fifth with 7,150,632 pounds. 

Practically all of the Les An- 
geles county production went into 
the fresh-milk market, very little 
of it being used in manufacturing 
dairy products.
